Pamphlets, and Diſcourſes ſent from Scotland. 


5 Hereas of late ſundry baſe, falſe, ſeditious, and libellous Pam- 


J phlets and Diſcourſes, as well Panulcripts, as in Pꝛint, have 
been ſent from Scotland, and other parts of his Majeſties Domints 
„ons, and ſpꝛead and publiſhed in divers plates of this Kingdom 

WS 7 S of England, eſpectally in the city of London, which have been fra⸗ 
4 || medand contrived by kattious ſptrits, and ſuch as indeavour to 
DES 5 52; caſt moſt unjull and falle aſperſions and ſcandals upon His Maje⸗ 

— — die, and his Government, and upon His pꝛoteedings with His 
Subjects in Scotland, and to diſtemper and alien ate from His Majeſtie the Hearts ofHis well 
affected Subjects, and ſuc\) as otherwiſe are no way intlined to luch leditious and diſlopall 
courſes; His Majeſtic having taken theſe diloꝛders into ſerious tonſideration. þ finding them 
of dangerous conſequence to his Government, if ſome timely remedy be not applied, hath 
with the advice of his Puy Louncell, thought fit to publiſh and declare, and by theſe pꝛe⸗ 
ſents doth publiſh and declare, that all and every perſon and perſons of what degree 02 qua- 
lity ſoe ver, now have oz hereafter ſhall have any ſuch libellous and leditious Diſcourſe oz 
Pamphlet, either in Manuſcript 02 in Pꝛint, tonterning is Majeſnes pꝛoteedings with His 
Subjects in Scotland, (other then ſuch Relations and Dilcourles concerning the ſame, as 
have been pub!iſhed and pꝛinted by His ſpetiall Licence and Authoꝛity) and ſhall not within 
ten dayes after the date of theſe pzeſents, bꝛing and deliver the lame to one or His pꝛincipall 
Secretaries of State; All and every ſuch perſon and perſons ſhall incur the uttermoſt of ſuch 
puniſhments and penalties, as by the Lawes of this Realm are to be inflicted upon thoſe 
that keep ſuch ſcandalous and ſeditious Pamphlets and Papers, 

And whereas there hath been of late a Pamphlet publiſhed in Pꝛint, intituled, An infor- 
mation from the Eſtates of the Kingdom of Scotland to the Kingdom of England, containing many 
moſt notoꝛious falſchoods and ſcandals, to the diſhonour of His Majeſties pꝛoteedings with 
His Subjects in Scotland, ſundzy Copies of which pꝛinted Diſcourſe ha ve been ſent from Scor- 


knd,anddirected to divers of His Maſeſties Subjects in England. eſpetially in the city of London.

And whereas there have been very lately ſundzy Coptes of that kalle and ſeditious Pam- 
phlet repzinted and publiſhed tn another Edition, and diſperſed in the ſaid City of London, and 
in ſundzy other parts of this Kingdom, His Majeſtte having acquainted the Lozds of Hts 
Countell therewith, and cauſed the ſame to be read at the Board, and the ſaid Toꝛds, in de⸗ 
teſtation of ſo ſcandalous, ſeditions, and falſe a Diſconrle, having made humble ſuit to Hts 
Pajeſtte, with one conſent, that the ſame might be publikely burnt by the hangman; His 
Majeſtte therefoze holding it moſt neceſſary, that ſome ſuch publike demonſtration ſhon!d 
be made of lo great and enoꝛmous an inſolency, tending to raiſe mutinte and ledition in the 
Kingdom, ts pleaſed to declare by theſe pzeſents, That no perſon oz perſons hereafter, of 
what degree 02 tonditton ſoever, pꝛeſume to keep any Copy of any of the Editions of the 
ſaid Pamphlet, but that within tendayes after this Pzoclamaticn publiſhed, every ſuch per- 

Lon oꝛ perſons dwelling inthe Countrey remote from London, ſhall deliver to the next Juſtice 
of peace adjoyning to his oz their dwelling, all and every Copy and Copies thereof, of what 
Edition ſoe ver, the ſame to be by theſaid Juſtice of peace immediately ſent oꝛ bꝛought to one 
of His Majeſties pꝛintipall Secretaries, upon perill of incurring the uttermoſt of ſuch pn- 
niſhinents and penalties, as by the Laws of this Realm are to be inflicted upon thoſe that 
keep ſuch ſcandalons and ſeditious Pamphlets and Papers; His Majeſtie hereby pardoning 
and remitting unto ſuch perſons as have fozmerly had any Copy of the ſaid Diſcourſe in 
their cuſtodie, and ſhall deliver the ſame accozding to this Pꝛoclamation, all their offences 
fo: their fozmer detaining thereof. Þ 

And if hereafter any ſeditions and ſcandalons Pamphlets of like nature, either Mann- 
ſcripts oꝛ pztnted, concerning His Majeſties pꝛoteedings in Scotland, 02 any other Relations o: 
Diſcourſes concerning the ſame, ſhall be publiſhedo2divulged, other thenſuchRelations oz 
Diſcourſes, as ſhall be pꝛinted oz publiſhed by His Majeſties ſpeciall Licence 62 Authontp, 
and that they ſhall come into the hands of any of Dis Majeſties Subjtets, who ſhall not 
within ten dapes after bzing the ſame unto one of His Majeſties pꝛintipall Secretaries of 

. Eſtate, if they into whoſe hands they ſhall come, be oꝛ remain in London, oz within twenty 
miles diſtance of the ſame, oꝛ ff they ſhall remain oꝛ be in parts moze remote, ſhall not bzing 
the ſaid ſeditious Pamphlets oz Diſcourſes to one of His Majcſtics Juſtices of the peace, to 
be byhimCſent to one of His Majeſlies pꝛincipall Secretaries of Eſtate, as afoꝛeſald, His Ma- 
jeſtie by the advice of His pz1bvy Conncell doth declare, that then cvery perſon ſo offending, 
ſhallintur His Majeſties High diſpleaſure, and the uttermoſt of ſuch penalties and puniſh- 
ments, as by the Laws of this Realm are to be inflicted upon thoſe that keep ſuch ſcanda- 
lous and ſeditious Papers and Pamphlets, without pardon oz remiſſion.
